The term, Religioas Bducatlon, baa 
come to mean a apeciflo thing In our 

country, namely, the training of the 
peopio In tlio local cl.iirch in thutie 
deep niutiiTs which pertain to the 
art of IhiiiK I am not now speaking 
of the work of education in schools, 
colleges and universities, but the work 
of education at our doors, In the con- 
gregation. Every agency in reach 
should be employed to the utmost In 
this Important mlasloa. Indeed, the 
local ehareh could be made a sort of 
university for all the people, la which 
the aimple, practical arte and virtues 
of everyday life should be taught and 
enforced. Only recently has ttaia 
special phase of the church's work re- 
ceived anything like adequate attcn 
tlon. The New Testament word for 
It la Bdlftftathw. 

•ehoal of Rellflan Needed. 

Of course, the Sunday School la tha 
center for all tbia work, although the 

activities of the church staould extend 
through the entire week and the Sun- 
day School should cease to be so 
named. It should be called the School 
of Kcllglon or Iht; t'hurch School or 
something else that Indicates it to be 
an all the-week activity. During this 
time various and sundry clubs, classes, 
musical organizutlons. culture courses, 
as well as diatinctly religioua meetings, 
should be held. Thickly settled neigh- 
borhoods, as we shall see, offer fine 
opportunities for the dOTelopment of 
thtaga spiritual. 

The third task to which the church 
is committed Is that of Christianizing 
the social order; that of Infusing the 
spirit of Joi.us Into every nook and 
corner of our life. Nothing is foreign 
to tha Interest of the ehuvoh.

If religion pervades and colors the 
whole life then oura Is serious busi- 
ness, for It will let no corner of the 
world escape Its Influence. The sooner 
we learn that Christianity Is not a 
thing to be practiced In a corner the 
better for tho world. The question of 
the eighteenth century, touching Chris- 
tianity, was, Can It be made to stjuare 
with the human reaaonT Of the nine- 
teenth. Can It be made to aquare with 
the results ot sclentiflo research T Of 
the twaatleO^ What can It do? We 
must learn to enforce not only love of 
Qod, whom we cannot aee, but love to 
our neighbors, with whom we are living 
In constant contact. Neither without 
the other is Christianity whatever else 
It may be, Everything that intereeta 
his neighbors must interest him, if he 
la a genuine follower of the Christ. 

It la the mission of the church— the 
rural as well as the city— to evange- 
lise the whole world, to train to the 
degree of efficiency those 
tt avaagtilses aad to seek to 
the spirit of Jesus the absolute 
rale in all humaa relatkms.
